WASHINGTON, Aug. 6.—(?)— 
House leaders pledged swift ac- 
tion. on new crop control legisla- 
tion at the next session of con- 
gress in January in an effort to- 
day to win President Roosevelt’s 
approval of federal crop loans and 
avoid a special legislative session 
this fall. 

Before they made their promises 
to a caucus of farm state repre- 
sentatives, Mr. Roosevelt declared 
at a press conference that he had 
not yet received sufficient assur- 
ances about enactment of & crop 
control .law to warrant loans on 
this year’s cotton. crop. ——-- 

The question whether he will 
now approve the loans on the ba- 


sis of the leaders’ pledges remain- 
ed unanswered late today. 


Some observers expressed belief 


he will delay action in the hope 
that congress will pass a resolu- 
tion introduced yesterday, pledg- 
ing both houses to make crop con- 
trol their first business at the next 
regular session in January. 
Three Conditions. 

Southern congressmen 
urged the President yesterday to 
authorize crop loans to check price 
declines on cotton and other ma- 
jor farm products reported he is 
willing to approve the loans un- 
der any of these three conditions. 

1. That crop control legislation 
be enacted this session to prevent 
the piling up of price-depressing 
surpluses. 

2. That the membership of both 
houses make a “binding commit- 
ment” now to consider farm relief,

Atlanta Civic Leader 
Was Driving Down Hill 
Near Jackson When Auto 
Went Over Embankment 


Arthur L. Brooke, 54, prominent 


supply man, was 
late yesterday afternoon when 
automobile which he was aeloina 


skidded on wet pavement, plunged 
over a 15-foot ‘embankment and 
overturned several times a mile 
and a half north of Jackson on 
U. S. Highway No. 42. 

Brooke was thrown clear of the 
car and was dead when found by 
a passing motorist. The car was 
demolished. 

A Jactson coroner’s “jury last 
night determined. that death must 
have been instantaneous, the vic- 
tim having suffered a broken neck. 

Apparently - Lost Control. 

He was traveling north on the 
Macon-Atlanta highway when he 
apparently lost control of the car 
on the wet paving. He was re- 
turning to Atlanta from a business 
trip. 

It was almost exactly one week 
before the accident that. another 
Atlantan, Floyd M. Power, was 
killed on a near-by: hill and un- 
der similar circumstances. Late in 
the afternoon ‘of Friday, July 30, 
Power was going toward Macon 
when his car left the road north of 
Jackson. Power also died of a 
broken neck. 

Brooke was identified by papers 
found in his pockets, and his moth- 
er-in-law, Mrs. W. A. Shelton, was 
notified. His wife was in New 
Orleans on a vacation trip at the 
time. ; 
Born in Arkansas. 

Born in Arkansas, Brooke had 
lived in Atlanta more than 35 
years. At the time of his death 
he was the owner of the A. L, 
Brooke Supply Company. He lived 
at.1037 Greencove street, N. E., 
with his father-in-law, the Rev. 
W. A. Shelton, pastor of the Grace 
Methodist church. 

Active in civie affairs, he had 
served as president of the Atlanta 
Kiwanis Club, and as governor of 
the Kiwanis Clubs in this section. 
He was president of the Men’s 
Bible Class of the Druid Hills 
Methodist church for 12 years.

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In Defeating China, Japan 
May Find Herself as 
Weak as Foe. 


By FRANK H. HEDGES.

TOKYO, Aug. 6.—The fate of 
the far east for at least a genera- 
tion to come may well be deter- 
mined by the present armed strug- 
gle between Japan and China. The 
issues involved are simple, but are 
not the same to each side. 

To Japan, the struggle is one 
for Japanese control of North 
China, for, to a considerable de- 
gree, the dictation by Tokyo of 
China’s present and future policy, 
and for the continuance of the 
Japanese empire as so strong and 


dominant a power that none dares 
challenge it in this part of the 
world. 
To the Chinese, the issue is that 
of “China irridenta,” of once more 
bringing all of China proper into 
a single and united nation by ex- 
pelling Japan from the provinces 
of Hopeh and Chahar. 

Russia Interested. 
To Soviet Russia—which car 
never be overlooked in any. ma- 
jor development in eastern Asia— 
the most desirable outcome would 
be a curbing of the power and in- 
fluence of Japan to such a degree 
that it no longer constituted a 
menace and that the power of 
China and Japan would counter- 
balance each other and thus, per- 
haps, let the U. S. S. R. become 
the virtual dictator of affairs in 
this part of the world. 
By Great: Britain, the United 
States, France and Holland—all 
with major gterritorial and eco- 
nomic int in this part of the 
world—th utcome of the con- 
flict is anxiously watched in re- 


| gard to how i®may affect their in- 
terests. All that they desire is 
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peaceful relations with both Japan 
and China, two friends with whom 
business can be done at a reason- 
able profit, neither one bullying 
the other. 

There are, of course, any num- 
ber of lesser and complicating is- 
sues, but a fTecounting of them 
only serves to becloud these fun- 
damerital questions. In brief, the 
unofficial “war” is one to deter- 
mine whether Japan is to be lord 
of east Asia or whether there is 


to be more than one power in this 
quarter of the globe worthy of 
taking rank with other great na- 


tions. 
Pharric Victory? 

The Republic of China, despite 
its great strengthening in a mili- 
tary, an economic and every other 
way in recent years, may go down 
to defeat, but it will scarcely be so 
sorely defeated as to be forced to 
accept a humiliating treaty of 
peace and become, in fact if not 
in name, a vassal state to Japan. 
Rather, badly crippled, it will sl'p 
back to where it stood a few years 
ago and, if its courage not be lost, 
once more begin the long upward 
struggle. 

But in defeating China, Japan 
may well face its own ruin as a 
world power. The drain on the 
economic resources of the empire 
if the war be prolonged will be 
tremendous, and Japan’s economic 
resources are far from plentiful. 
Given a technical victory, still the 
nation may be so drastically harm- 
ed that it will stand on about the 
same basis economically as defeat- 
ed China, and in that case the war 
will shift from the battlefield to 
the factory, the bank, the mer- 
chants’ counter and the farmer in 
the field. 

If, as a result of the present 
conflict, Japan and China emerge 
on about equal terms economical- 
ly, the chances’ are that in the 
years to come China will be able 
to recuperate more rapidly and so 
surpass its island neighbor.

GEORGIANS CONFIDENT 


OF F. D. R.’s ASSISTANCE

WASHINGTON, Aug. 6.—Re-. 


newed confidence that President 
Roosevelt would come to the aid 
of a steadily declining cotton mar- 
et was expressed today by mem- 
bers of  Georgia’s congressional 
delegation. . 

Senator Walter F. George, of 
Georgia, who has been leading the 
fight in the upper chamber for a 
federal: loan sufficient to assure 
12-cent cotton for farmers, said he 
was reasonably sure Mr. Roosevelt 
would start work on a cotton re- 
port not later than next week, and 
would do something for the cot- 
ton farmer before adjournment. 

At the same time Representa- 
tive Malcolm C. Tarver, of Dal- 
ton, Ga., announced “I have been 
authoritatively advised that both 
the senate and house leadership 
would soon officially assure the 
President that his wishes in regard 
to a nation-wide farm program 
would be carried out at our next 
session. 

“We cotton folk are satisfied 
with the situation as it exists to- 
day and I believe the President 
has gone just about as far as we 
should expect him to go.” 

Representative Vinson, of Geor- 
gia, said that he favored a loan 
and adjustment payment that 
would guarantee the farmer 12 
cents a pound for his 1937 cotton. 

Unless such a formula is work- 
ed out, Senator George feels that 
cotton is bound to fall below seven 
or eight cents. ? 

Representatives Brown and Cox,

WASHINGTON, Aug. 6.—(UP) 
The Chinese government purchas- 
ed $300,000 worth fo airplanes and 
other war equipment in the United 
States during July, the State De- 
partment revealed today. The 
bulk of China’s purchases, $293,- 
226, went for military airplanes. 
The remainder went for revolvers, 
pistols, ammunition and machine 
ne. Last month China’s pur- 

ases of war materials amounted 
to only about $21,000. Japan also 
purchased military and civil air- 
craft during July totaling nearly 
$200,000.

COTTON LOANS AND CROP CONTROL 

Every consideration of justice supports the 
efforts of southern members of congress to 
secure government loans to stop the declining 
cotton market. The existing situation consti- 
tutes an emergency which, unless prompt ac- 
tion is taken, threatens disaster not only to 
the cotton producers, but, in its far-flung ef- 
fects, to agriculture and business all over the 
- nation. 

The Commodity Credit Corporation, created 
by congress, in 1935 made loaris to farmers on 
cotton placed in warehouses which’ assured 
them of 12’cents a pound for their product. 
That corporation is still in existence and all 
that is necessary to launch a similar program 
for this year’s crop is the approval of Presi- 


dent Roosevelt and Secretary of Agriculture 


Henry A. Wallace. — : 
Recognizing that this policy of federal loans 
to remove part of an oversized crop from the 
market, and thus sustain the world price for 
the staple, is closely linked with crop control, 
senators from the cotton-producing states, with 
a large group of members of the lower house, 
have announced their willingness to enact crop 
control legislation as the first business of the 
next session of congress. Forty senators have 
petitioned the President to call a special ses- 


sion this fall for this specific purpose; recog~- | 


nizing that whatever plan is devised the farm- 
ers should know about it before planning their 
1938 crops. | 

The startling drop in cotton quotations is 
attributed to high crop estimates for this year. 
Although the carryover from last year is the 
lowest since 1930, the removal of all crop re- 
strictions, combined with favorable weather 
conditfons, has resulted in what promises. to 
be the biggest crop in years. 

Leaders in the cotton industry have advo- 
cated for many years some form of acreage 
control. In view of foreign competition on 
the world market and the added handicap of 
other crops, notably jute, which are available 
as a cotton substitute in some fields and which 
are produced by cheap foreign labor, some 
form of limitation of the American cotton crop 
is admittedly essential if the producer is to 
receive a price for his staple which will cover 
the cost of production and provide a reason- 


able profit. Otherwise he may be compelled 


to sell at less than production cost. 

Senator Walter F. George, on behalf of the 
entire Georgia delegation, urges the President 
to make immediate announcement of a com- 
bination cotton loan and cotton price adjust- 
ment plan, to give producers an average price 
of 12 cents for their 1937 crop. He empha- 
sizes that such a program is authorized under 
existing law, no new legislation being neces- 
sary. If such action is taken, he points out 
that members of the Georgia delegation are 
Willing to remain in session until some rea- 
sonable permanent farm program is enacted. 

Senator Barkley, the majority leader, ad- 
vances an alternate plan that would: assure 
farm legislation will be the first item for con- 
sideration when congress meets again. 

President Roosevelt is reported as having 
given “eminently satisfactory” assurances to 
a committee of six, representing cotton belt 
house members; that he would use the Com- 
modity Credit Corporation and the federal 
stabilization fund: to prevent collapse of th 
cotton market. : 

Representative Malcolm C. Tarver, of Geor- 
gia, a member of that committee, reported, 
after the White House conference, complete 
satisfaction with the President’s reaction. _ 

President Roosevelt has shown keen inter- 
est in the condition of the southern, cotton 
farmers and is fully aware of the problems of 
southern agriculture generally. His sympathetic 
reaction to the. present cotton problem was to 
be expected.

PRISON PROBLEMS 

Georgia’s prison system is again in the spot- 
light of unfortunate publicity, with many ap- 
parent evils having been revealed which de- 
mand elimination. 

Prompt steps must be taken, both to make. 
impossible any abuse of prisoners by incompe- 
tent officials. and. to stop the wholesale escapes 
that are flooding the country with fugitives 
from this state. | : | 

Early operation of the new prison in Tatt- 
nall county will be a far-reaching step toward 
modernizing Georgia’s penal system, but it can- 
not be expected that this prison, even though 
it be as good as any other in the country, em- 
bodying in its construction every advanced de- 
vice in penology, will solve the entire problem. 

There will still be chain gangs, even though 
not so many as exist today. It will be in these 
gangs that the problems of the future will 
mainly center. ae. 

While isolated: abuses may exist in Georgia 
chain gangs, on the whole they are humane 
places of punishment, administered by toler- 
ant and understanding men. Those gangs 
which are not so administered, and which give 
the entire system its bad name, are faulty 
because of wardens or guards not tempera- 
mentally suited to their positions, and because 
of poor equipment. . . Se 

Circumstances of the death of a young con- 
vict in the gang at Homerville, as revealed to 
a legislative committee, seem to indicate un- 
wise handling of his case. There is, appar- 
ently, no evidence that he was brutally treated 
—but he died in a small, poorly ventilated cell 
where he had been in solitary confinement for 
eight or ten hours. Descriptions of that cell 
state there were two small openings to admit 
air. It was at. a time when hundreds of people 
all over the nation were dying of heat prostra- 
tion. Prisoners should not be confined in quar- 
ters so nearly resembling “sweat boxes” under 
such weather conditions. 

There must- be assurance. against such 
deaths-in future in any chain gang camp or 
prison of Georgia. | 

On the other hand, means must be found 
to stop the daily escapes which have become 
so: numerous, so easy, as to be farcical. 
On Thursday last 12 prisoners took French 
leave in various parts of the state and there 
is seldom a week which does not add new 
names to the roster of unauthorized absentees 
from Georgia prison camps. 

The chain gangs that remain after the 
opening of the new Tattnall prison must be 
places without opportunity for abuse or mis- 
treatment of any prisoner, and at the same 
time they must be conducted in such manner 
that the most daring criminals will find it 
impossible to escape. " 

When this is done, the condemnation of 
other sections of the country on Georgia’s 
prison conditions, because of isolated incidents 
in a generally good system, will be halted and 
citizens will not live in daily dread of contact 
with desperate men who have joined that great 
army of “fugitives from Georgia chain gangs.”

Refusing Injunction; Ap-— 
peal Expected. 


N. Cc. Aug. 6.— 
(®)—Sustaining the lower courts, 
the fourth United States circuit 
court of appeals today denied the 
- Duke. Power Company an injunc- 
tion to halt the building of a 
PWaA-financed $2,852,000 power 

ject on the Saluda river in 
uth Carolina. 

The long-fought case thus ap- 
peared headed for the United 
States supreme court for a second 
time, since, when it was argued 
before the circuit court on Tues- 
day, attorneys indicated an ap- 
peal would be taken, regardless 
of the outcome. 

Case Previously Appealed. 

Last year the power compa 
took the case to the country’s 
highest court after the fourth cir- 
cuit court had approved the proj- 
ect. The supreme court remand- 
ed it for a new hearing, holding 
that there had been serious errors 
of procedure in the lower courts. 

Duke attorneys challenged the 
constitutionality of title two of the 
National Industrial Recovery act 
under which the project was au- 
thorized. In the decision handed 
down today, the court held the 
section of the act was valid and 
constitutional. 

One Judge Dissents. 

Judge John J. Parker, of Char- 
lotte, wrote the majority opinion, 
which sustained the ruling of Dis- 
trict Judge J. Lyles Glenn, of 
South Carolina. Judge Elliot 
Northcott, of Huntington, W. Va., 
concurred and Judge Morris A. 
Soper, of Baltimore, dissented. 

The majority opinion affirmed 
Judge Glenn’s decree upholding 
the right of the federal adminis- 
trator of public works to make a 
loan and grant to Greenwood 
county, South Carolina, for the 
construction of the hydroelectric 
plant at Buzzard Roost falls. 

In another power case, the cir- 
cuit court denied the West Vir- 
ginia Power Company an injunc- 
tion to block a governmental proj- 
ect on the New river near Hinton, 
W. Va. The opinion reversed the 
lower courts, which had upheld 
the com»>any.

State Entomologist Manning §. 
Yeomans continued precautions 
yesterday against invasion of the 


state by one highly destructive in- 
sect pest and reported an “appar- 
ently established infestation” of 
another in an Atlanta ‘residential 
section. 

The new pest is the Japanese 
beetle, already prevalent in many 
sections of the Atlantic coast but 
found only in limited areas of the 
south. 

Trapping of five of the insects 
in the Druid Hills section of At- 
lanta, he declared, probably would 
be followed by special precautions 
through the United States Bureau 
of Entomology and Plant Quaran- 
tine. Usual procedure to combat 
the insect known to be highly 
damaging to 193 varieties of plant 
life from grass to peach trees is 
the treating of ground in the in- 
fested area with arsenate of lead. 

Yeomans also sent one of his as- 
sistants, Milledge Murphy, into 
Florida and Alabama to view 
quarantine steps against the Ar- 
gentine weevil, a new threat to 
plant life of the south. 

Alabama already has placed a 
state quarantine against the in- 
fested areas, and Yeomans had 
advised authorities of both states 
he is contemplating a similar step.

Letter Made Public. 


Vandenberg made public the let- 
ter while senate investigators 
heard more of a contribution made 
by Robert R. Young, New York 
rail financier. Young previously 
had told the committee he paid 
$15,000 to solicitors who sold him 
Democratic national convention 
books. 

At today’s hearing of the senate 
railroad finance committee the 
New Yorker said it was “ridicu- 
lous” to suggest he hoped to influ- 
ence the committee by the contri- 
bution. He told the committee 
members he was “just as indig- 
nant as you are” when he heard 
half of his contribution had gone 
to the solicitors as commission. 


Indignation Shown. 

Young’s indignation was ex- 
pressed after Senator Truman, 
Democrat, Missouri, asked him if 
he “assumed” the contribution 
would have “any effect on this 
committee.” Chairman Wheeler, 
Democrat, Montana, observed that

Their fire-fighting days were 
only memories yesterday as T. A. 
Findley and J. N. (Captain

pletion of 25 years of active serv- 
ice. But Captain Chick had over- 
stepped the line a bit—he has been 
battling flames for 40 years, and 
all of that time he has spent with 
Station No. 1. 

Began Career in 1897. 

Captain “Chick” launched his 
career as a fireman on March 16, 
1897—in the days when fire en- 
gines were pulled by horses.
